Council declares emergency buys dump truck

The Elba City Council declared 
an emergency Monday evening and 
gave City Clerk Henry Clark author- 
ity to purchase a dump truck with 
taking bids. 

Clark requested the action, citing 
the fact the city is without a working 
dump truck. He explained it would 
take 10 or 12 weeks to take bids, and 
for the successful bidder to order a 
dump truck according to bid spec- 
ifications. 

The clerk said prices on dump 
trucks ranged from $32,000 to 
$40,000. He told council members to 
could purchase a truck in Enterprise 
for about $32,000 and have it work- 
ing within two weeks. 

The vote to declare the emer- 
gency was unanimous, Councilman 
Bill Brunson noted the street de- 
partment was below budgeted ex- 
penditures and could fund the pur- 
chase. 

Police Chief Maxwell Hooks re- 
ported the department responded to 
17 complaints during the past two 
weeks. They issued nine traffic cita- 
lions, including one for DUI. 

There were 14 criminal arrest and 
officers investigated two automobile 
accidents, with one injury. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 16 dogs. One was retumed to the 
owner and one was sold. 

Hooks reported on a meeting with 
the District Attorney’s office, deal- 
ing with the drug task force grant, 
funded through the DA’s office.

The Coffee County Commission 
wasted very little time in their regu- 
lar bi-monthly meeting Monday 
morning. Commissioners attended to 
county business in record time - thir- 
ty minutes, 

Only four items, besides the gen- 
eral business session, were listed on 
the meeting agenda. 

The majority of the meeting time 
was consumed by the opening of 
bids on equipment for the highway 
department and surplus vehicles and 
equipment. 


He recommended the council ap- 
prove resumption of the 75-25% 
funding as offered by the District At- 
torney. It would exclude Elba from 
sharing in the seizure and forfeiture 
funds until the DA’s office had re- 
couped the amount Elba received 
from the large drug bust made by 
State Trooper R. W. Whitworth. 

The council took no action. They 
asked Mayor Ricky Haywood for a 
recommendation and he said he 
didn’t have one at this time. Hay- 
wood will report back to the council 
on this matter at a later date after he 
checks with ADECA, which funds 
the grant. 

Monthly bills totaling $12,527.15 
were approved for payment. This in- 
cluded $4,296.68 for equipment re- 
pairs and parts; $414.73 for asphalt 
mix; $284.20 for sewer solvent and 
$548.08 for street signs. 

Fredrick Hamilton, of Southeast 
AL. Regional Planning Commission 
reported to the council that the 
$344,500 projeet to install automatic 
pumps off Putnam Street was pro- 
gressing. He said the city would 
have to match with $86,125, but 
most could be “in kind.” 

The pumps would be to get po- 
tential flood waters over the. levee 
during times when Pea River is high 
and the butterfly flood gates under 
the levee closed. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
gave a finance committee report and 
recommended the council fund two 
projects.

Elba BOE strengthens grading system

The Elba City School Board took 


action last week to join many other 
schools and strengthen the grading 
system. 

Beginning next year, to earn an 
“A” a student must make 92 or 
above, 83 to 91 will result in a “B” 
while grades from 74 to 82 will 
show up as a “C”, If the grade drops 
into a range of 65 to 73 it will be a 
“D” and below 65 will result in 
those one legged A’s, commonly 
called an “F”, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
said a committee of parents and 
teachers had studied the change and 
accepted it, 

Previous grades will be “grand- 
fathered in” he explained, thus not 
hurting students with lowered 
grades, 

Pearce assured board members 
that testing would not be “watered 
down” to help students maintain the 
higher grades, He explained the 
change is necessary to match with 
other grading scales across the na- 
tion, 

Kevin Killingsworth was hired as 
physical education/assistant coach, 
Killingsworth, an Elba graduate, had 
been working in Enterprise.

KCPs are health care providers who 
ist the physician in the treatment

piratory disorders. Respiratory 
care practitioners utilize sophistigat 
cd life support equipment and are 
responsible for life and death deci 
ions everyday, When a person can- 
not breathe, there is no time to 
think, one must react! Human lives 
often hang in the balance of these 
reactions 

Respiratory care practitioners are 
typically well educated profession- 
als credentialed by a national board 
of examiners, These individuals are 
recognized nationally as Certified 
Respiratory Therapy Technicians or 
Registered Respiratory Therapists. 
However, these credentials are not 
required by law in the State of Ala- 
buma, Any individual could be em- 
ployed to provide these services. 
And due to the economic pressures 
created by health care reform, some 
employers are choosing to employ 
individuals who hold no national 
credential, have received no formal 
training, but cost the employer con- 
siderably less money in salary. Thir- 
ty-nine other states have set legally 
required limits of minimal training 
lor respiratory care practitioners. 

In Alabama, the public is guaran- 
teed by law that policemen, firemen, 
paramedics, doctors and nurses have 
received the training necessary to 
react appropriately. But in Alabama, 
there is no guarantee that the RCP 
caring for you or your family has re- 
ceived adequate or even minimal 
training. There is no minimum re- 
quirement for training of respiratory 
care practitioners in Alabama. 

For the past five years a dedicat- 
ed group of individuals has attempt- 
ed to lobby the state legislature to 
pass a respiratory care practice law. 
A law which would protect the pub- 
lic by establishing minimal training 
requirements for respiratory care 
practitioners. Why has this group 
been unsuccessful in 
MONEY!! Big money interests such 
as the Alabama Hospital Associa- 
tion have used every bit of their con-

The County Winner for 1994 is 
Jarod Adkison, age 16, son of Mr, 
and Mrs, Dykes Adkison of Fair- 
view. He is active in school and 
many other activities, but his first 
love is farming. His father owns a 
600 plus acre farm and Jarod is ac- 
live in every part of it. They have a 
100 plus head herd of Brangus and 
Angus brood cows, and they farm 
peanuts, Jarod’s peanuts are on a 
peanut-rye rotation. He had two 
acres of peanuts with a total produc- 
tion of 4.686 averaging 2,343

again? Do 


Once again Easter has crept up 
upon us and is almost here. Most 
“children” young and old alike are 
looking forward to the traditional 
Easter Egg Hunt. You remember 
how that goes don’t you? You dye 
all those eggs, then hide them out- 
side in the grass, bushes, behind 
trees and who knows where else. 
You didn’t even find all the eggs 
that were hidden last year. After the 
hunt is over you then eat those eggs, 
right? 

WRONG! 

We all know that eggs like most 
other foods, especially animal prod- 
ucts, should be handled carefully to 
avoid bacterial contamination. The 
following are some tips to assure 
your Easter will be a safe and happy 
one. 

*Use plastic eggs to hide and 
keep the real eggs in the refrigerator 
until you are ready to eat them. 

*If you must hide the real eggs, 
save a few back in the refrigerator to 
eat later. 

*When dying eggs be sure to use 
only food grade dyes or food color- 
ings. 

*Never leave eggs out from un- 
der refrigeration for more than two 
hours. 

*Be sure that eggs are complete- 
ly cooked before coloring, 

*Watch young children closely to 
avoid having them eating eggs hid- 
den outside, 

*Remember that hard-cooked 
eggs are only good for 10-12 days in 
the refrigerator if the shell is intact. 

*Eggs with broken shells should 
be used the same day, 


How To Color Easter Eggs 

EQUIPMENT. For coloring 
eggs you'll need: One container for 
each color large enough to cover the 
egg; Egg holders, which come with 
Easter Egg color kits; Wax crayon; 
cotton cloth, free from any traces ot 
starch or synthetic fiber; non-toxic 
felt-tipped pens; water color paints 
Or poster paints and brushes. 

PREPARING EGGS. If you 
hard cook the eggs, use enamel, 
steel or glass pans, Never use iron 
or aluminum, A chemical reaction 
between pan and eggshells keeps the 
color from adhering properly. If you 
want 10 empty an egg, make a small 
hole in one end of the egg and a 
slightly larger on the other end, 
Blow through the small hole. Con- 
tents will squeeze out through the 
larger hole. The yolk will be more 
easily removed if eggs are at room 
temperature and if you briskly shake 
it before piercing the hole to break 
the yolk. 

COLORING EGGS. Follow di- 
rections on the coloring kit for mix- 
ing of dyes. 

Drop color tablet into vinegar and 
water, Use egg dipper to lower the 
egg into color until desired shade is 
obtained, Place egg in drying way or 
on a paper towel and let dry com- 
pletely. 

Children can use a wax crayon 
(works better on warm eggs) to write 
on the egg before it is colored. When

WWAMBLES SURRENDERS TO TROOPERS AFTER 48 HOURS AND 48 MINUTES | 
Confrontation. between armed gunman and law enforcement ends

After 48 hours and 48 minutes, 
an armed Coffee County man, who 
had barricaded himself in a mobile 
home, surrendered to authorities 
without incident. 

Easter weekend had been beauti- 
ful and peaceful for the most part but 
it was not to end that way. It went 
out, literally, with a bang! 

At approximately 4:00 p.m., Sun- 
day afternoon, Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Deputy Donnie Farris answered 
a disturbance call in the Victoria 
Community. 

Upon arriving at the Mustard 
Seed Christian Fellowship Church 
complex located just off Co. Rd. 
211, Farris was met by gunfire; how- 
ever, the deputy was not hit and it 
was not thought that the shots were 
fired directly at him. 

As Farris assessed the situation, 
he learned that Mickey Gene Wam- 
bles, age 37, of Route 1, Jack, AL, 
had barricaded himself in one of the 
three mobile homes located at the 
complex. 

Other officers from the sheriff's 
department, Elba Police Department, 
Alabama State Troopers, and Ala- 
bama Conservation Department re- 
sponded to Farris’ call for back-up. 

Shortly after their arrival, the offi- 
cers were successful in the evacua- 
tion of occupants of the other trailers 
at the complex. 

They immediately secured the 
area and established communication 
with Wambles, while waiting for 
other law enforcement officials to ar- 
rive on the scene. 

It was learned that Wambles had 
come to the complex in an attempt to 
see his wife and children. He was 
armed with at least one handgun and 


a rifle or shotgun, 

His estranged wife and children 
had been staying at the foundation 
which also provides a shelter for vic- 
tims of domestic abuse. 

Reportedly, as Wambles gained 
entry into the mobile home in which 
his wife had been staying, she es- 
caped out the front and was able to 
get out of the area, 

After repeated attempts by local 
law enforcement officers failed to 
get Wambles to surrender and come 
out of the trailer, negotiators and tac- 
tical personnel (Special Weapons 
And Tactics team) were called in 
from the Alabama State Troopers 
and the Alabama Bureau of Investi- 
gation, 

The ABI and tactical units had be 
placed on alert at the request of State 
Trooper Ronnie Whitworth, who 
was one of the back-up units re- 
sponding to the scene. 

After arriving at the scene and as- 
sessing the situation, Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates and his chief 
deputy, Patrick Norris, requested the 
assistance of the state units, 

They realized that the training 
and man power provided by these 
units would increase the possibility 
of bringing this incident to a success- 
ful end. 

Presonnel from the state arrired 
on the scene at approximately 7:00 
p.m. Capt. Ken Hallford was in 
charge, of the operation and super- 
vised the negioations. Capt. Chuck 
Franklin commanded the state troop- 
er tactical teams. 

Shortly after 10 p.m., the electri- 
cal power to the trailer and complex 
was turned off in an attempt to force 
Wambles to surrender. 

However, he demanded that the 
power be tumed back on or he 
would start shooting. Although sev-

It’s not a first, but it has been a 
long time since a woman has been in 
the Elba Police Department’s patrol 
division. 

Recently, many Elbians have 
been observed doing a doubletake 
when a police car went by being 
driven by a woman, 

Last month, Ida See joined the 
Elba Police Department where she is 
performing her duties as a patrol- 
man, 

Officer See is by no means a roo- 
kie police officer; however, locals 
will be quick to note by her quite dif- 
ferent, but pleasant, accent that she 
is not from these parts, 

She is a native of Toledo, Ohio 
where she was a member of the To- 
ledo Police Department for 6 years. 

After attending the city’s police 
academy for six months, she worked 
with the department from 1988 to 
1994 as a patrol officer. 

In Ida’s words, “I worked the 
Streets,” 

In addition to her other training, 
Ida has also had specialized training 
in accident investigation, 

Ida said that she had always want- 
ed to be a police officer ever since 
she was a litue girl, but it took her 
eleven years, after becoming a 
“grown-up,” to make the vocational 
change. Prior to entering the law en- 
force “professién, she worked as a 
secretary, 

Although she is the first member 
of her family to become a police- 
man, she has an “uncle” who was in 
law enforcement for many years, 

Richard White, who is not really 
Ida's blood uncle, but she thinks of 
him as being that close, was a mem- 
ber of the Covington County Sher- 
iffs Department, He was an investi- 
gator with the department when he 
retired, 

White is one of the main reasons 
Ida is with the Elba Police Depar- 
ment. He had heard that Elba was in- 
terested in hiring a female officer 
and he contacted Elba’s Chief of Po- 
lice, Maxwell Hooks. Hook’s had 
worked for many years as a police 
officer in Covington County and 
also with the sheriff's department. 

When asked why she decided to 
come south, Ida's response was, “! 
like the slower pace of living and | 


eral shots were fired by Wambles, 
there was no return fire by officers 
on the scene. 

Better communication was estab- 
lished between the ABI negotiators 
und Wambles when he allowed a 
drop-phone with a direct line to be 
passed through a window into the 
mobile home. 

The remainder of the night was 
spent with calls periodically made to 
Wambles in an attempt to “talk him 
out.” 

As the sun rose Monday morning, 
more law enforcement personnel ar- 
rived on the scene to assist in secur- 
ing the area. 

Also keeping vigil throughout the 
night were members of Wambles’ 
family, friends of the family and the 
news media. 

Medical personnel were provided 
at the scene by the Elba and Enter- 
prise Rescue Squads, ‘ 

The situation did not change all 
day Monday - law enforcement per- 
sonnel remained on the scene and 
Wambles stayed barricaded in the 
mobile home. 

Several members of Wambles’ 
family were observed being taken to 
the forward command post where 
negouators were talking with Wam- 
bles. It was assumed that they were 
allowed to talk with him in an at- 
tempt to get him to come out and 
end the situation peaceably. 

Authorities also had a brother of 
Wambles flown in from South Caro- 
lina as they continued in their efforts 
to get him to give up with out any- 
one being hurt, including himself. 

As the sun set Monday evening, 
law enforcement officers on the 
scene remained steadfast, as did 
Wambles. 

With the situation going into the 
third day, many of the on-lookers

See’s parents, Bob and Martha 
Schadenfroh, also chose to move 
south, They, as well as See and her 
daughter, are living in Opp at the

After joining Elba’s Police De- 
partment, Ida said that after seeing 
the town, the schools, and meeting 
the people, she really wouldn’t mind 
living here. 

Ida believes there are many ad- 
vantages to having a female police 
officer on the force, one is that a fe- 
male officer will not be as intimidat- 
ing in many circumstances as a male 
officer would be, 

Another would be that a female 
office would be more comfortable in 
incidents where a female(s) is in- 
volved. 

Chief Hooks, commented that Ida 
is a “people person,” meaning she 
relates with the public really well, 

In addition to her duties as a pa- 


trolman, See will be involved with 
many aspects of service toward the 
community, 

A major portion of See’s salary is 
being provided through a Communi- 
ty Cops Grant program implemented 
by the federal government. 

One project already being worked 
on by Officer See is one in which all 
the elderly citizens who live in Elba 
will be checked on on a regular basis 
by the police department, 

See will also be working with in- 
dividual communities, located within 
the city, in organizing neighborhood 
watch programs, 

She will also assist D.A,R.E Offi- 
cer Chris West in developing a better 
relationship between the police and 
the youth of the town, 

The one thing that See has en- 
joyed getting use to is how friendly 
everybody is down here, 

“People just wave at you, walk up

were asking, “Why don’t they gas 
him and go in an get him?” 

Officials have stated that no one 
had been hurt thus far, and they re- 
main hopeful that the situation could 
be ended without bloodshed. 

In an attempt to keep the situation 
under control, ABI officials, who 
were in charge of the negotiations, 
would not releasing any details until 
the incident was brought to a conclu- 
sion. 

Shortly after 4:00 p.m. Tuesday 
afternoon, the tempo at the scene 
changed and more activity by law 
enforcement personnel could be ob- 
served. 

At 4:48 Wambles walked out of 
the trailer and was taken into custo- 
dy by members of the state troopers’ 
tact team. 

In a prepared statement read by a 
state trooper spokesman, -it was re- 
vealed that Wambles was charged 
with one count of burglary and two 
counts of attempted murder of a state 
trooper. 

His bond has been set at $250,000 
on each charge. The statement did 
not say where Wambles was to be 
confined. 

In addition to the criminal charg- 
es, he was ordered by the 12th Judi- 
cal Circuit Court to under go physi- 
cal and mental evaluation at an 
undisclosed licensed medical facili- 
ly. 

Family members who were on the
